Aſſurance, that they ſhall not ſtand in need 
of the Aſſiſtance of others; or that they may 
not receive Favours from thoſe hands ſtretch- 
ed out to implore their preſent Charity. 

A real Object of Pity has a right to be 
relieved by thoſe who abound; and if we 
would do as we would be done unto, we 
could not ſee our Fellow-Creatures lie down 
in the Duſt, negle&ed and —— when 


"Ml is in our Power to relieve them. 


Beſides, tis the greateſt Senſuality, to be 
the Inſtruments of Good to others; the cha- 
ritable Soul by reflecting on Benefits con- 
ferred on others, has the moſt agreeable 
Entertainment, it being more bleſſed to give 


than to receive. The Delight Munificence 
yields, exceeds all the deceitfulPleaſures of Sin 


for a Seaſon; for the merciful Man doth Good 
to his own Soul. And he who /ays up Trea- 


fares in Heaven, where neither Ruſt nor 


Moth can corrupt, where Thieves cam t break 
through and ſteal, lays up a Treaſure ac- 
cording to the Commandment of the moſt

Farther, We are but Stewards of what we 
poſſeſs; worldly Goods are lent us by the 


great Proprietor, whoſe is the Earth, and 


the Fulneſs thereof: If we miſmanage the 
Talents committed to our Charge, we ha- 
zard our Maſter's Favour, and loſing the 
Things, with which we were intruſted. 
The rich are God's Stewards, the poor are his 
Receivers; they that pay to the poor lend unto 
the Lord; and they at the laſt Day will be 
| beſt able to make up their Accounts, who 
can on every turn ſet down, ſo much laid 
out for cloathing the naked; ſo much for 
feeding the hungry; ſo much for apprentice- 
ing helpleſs Orphans; ſo much, by a ſeaſo- 
nable Supply, for reviving the Heart of a 
mournful Widow, ſo much for propagating, 
ſaving Knowledge, &c. God himſelf ſtands 
bound to paſs all Accounts of this Nature, 
and to look upon them as disburſed for his 
on Uſe; for as much as you have done it 
to the leaſt of Chriſt's Brethren, yu have 
done it unto him. 
I ſhall not inſiſt farther on theſe Points, 
but directly ſhew why a generous Com- 
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paſſion to the Indigent is well pleaſing to

The moſt formal Acts of Devotion de- 
generate into dull Formality, unleſs adorned 
with Love and Charity; for tis vain to pre-

However, being deſired to do this laſt 
Office, for our deceaſed worthy Friend, I 
ſhall eaſily overlook any Reflections, if I 
may be ſo happy, as to contribute to the 
Honour of his Memory, who was ſo ex- | 
emplarily good, and gencroully beneficent . 3 
whilſt he lived. | 

Having bcen favoured. with his intimate 
Friendſhip, for upwards of thirty Years, I 
ſhall ſpcak nothing but what I am convinced 


is 
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is religiouſly true, and what will gain an 
eaſy Belief in all who were ſo happy to know 
him. 

Tho his bodily Conſtitution, from his In- 
fancy, was very weak and tender, yet the 
Powers of his Soul were ſtrong and vigorous; * 
and being bleſſed with plentiful Fortunes, 
and with a generous and religious Education, 
by the prudent Care of his indulgent and 
pious Mother, he ſo highly improved his 
natural. Abilities, as to be capable of doing 
great Service to his Country, to his Relati- 
ons, and to his Friends. | 

Tho' thro' Humility, a Love of a con- 
templatiye Life, and an Averſion to much 
* Buſineſs, he was not forward to engage 
himſelf in publick Affairs, yet when by the 
Providence of God he was called to the 
Magiſtratick Office, he acted with great Pru; 
dence, with great Courage, and with great 
Integrity. 

He would not ſervilely betray the Liber- 
ties of the Poſt he was intruſted with, but 
with a Diligence, which ſeemed far above 
his Strength, and with a Wiſdom all muſt 
admire, he overcame Difficultics, which, 
to a Perſon of meaner Abilities than his 


Pl | own E 
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own, would haye been unconquerable. And 


during the Continuance of his publick Ad- - 


miniſtration, his whole Behaviour was fo 
reputable, and worthy of Imitation, as that 


all muſt praiſe his Doing, and own his 


Conduct was irreprehenſible, and that he 


acted with a diſcrect Honeſty, and with an 


innocent Cunning. 


But the greateſt Evidence of his Prudence, 


was his religiouſly fearing God, which is 
the beginning of true Wiſdom. His Mind 
was poſſeſſed, from his tender Years, with 
an awful reverence for the Divine Majeſty, 
and whenever Religion was the Subject of 


Diſcourſe, he treatetl it with a profound Re- 
ſpect : He daily frequented our excellent 
Prayers, and paid his conftant Attendance 


at the Lord's Table; and diſcharged all re- 
ligious Duties with a ſerious Gravity, and 


humble Devotion, highly worthy our Imita- 


tion. 

To his numerous Relations he was libe: 
rally: indulgent, and by excellent Advice to 
all, and by generous Supplies to ſuch as ſtood 
in nced, he may juſtly be accounted a Fa-

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To all Sorts and Degrees of Men he 
was obligingly courteous, never counte- 
nancing evil ſpeaking in others, never ut- 


tering what might offend, but was conſtant- 


ly ſilent, when he could not with Juſtice

Tho' he was of a very grave, and rather 
reſerved than open Diſpoſition, yet he al- 
ways received his Friends with a generous 
Cheetfulneſs, and freely would give his 
Advice and Counſel, for advancing the true 
Intereſts of all he converſed with 
I paſs by his numerous good Qualities, 
which would be ſufficient to render another 
Man great and good ;. reſolving only to in- 


ſiſt upon his Beneficence and Liberality, 
which he practiſed through the whole 


Courſe of his Life in a very eminent de- 
gree, and which indeed fixed my Meditations 
on the Subject now inſiſted upon. 
As his Fortunes were large, ſo his Soul 
was generouſly great; the Talents his great 
Maſter intruſted him with, were not hid in 
the Earth, but laid out to the Honour of 
the bountiful Donor, and to the Dunks 
of e 


All 
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All the Qualifications which ought to a- 
dorn Chriſtian Charity, ſhone with Luſtre, 
in his noble Diftributions. For, 

/t, His Beneficence was- very extenſive, 
not confined to his native Country, but 
reached from o one End of the Earth to the 
other. 

The Place of his N ativity bur poor 
Debtors diſcharged from a vile Confine- 
ment, and a Jail Delivery purchaſed by his 
great Liberality to the unſpeakable Joy of 
many diſtreſied Perſons. Widows annu- 
ally ſupplied with Sums, to lay out at this 
Seaſon , for enabling them to ſubſiſt in 
the tedious Winter. Charity Children 
dioathed and educated by a generous Con- 
tribution, and a Variety of other good Deeds, 
which I forbcar particularly to mention. 
The - Neighbourhood ſhew Ormsbury 
Vicaridge Houſe rebuilt at his Expence. That 
Vicaridge and lu augmented by his 
Bounty. 

E OE College in Cambridge (the pi- 
ons Seminary of his religious Education ) 
can ſhew their Chapel beautified, their de- 
cayed College repaired, Library enriched 
| with valuable Medals by his W 

ay 
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Nay England did not circumſcribe his 
Bounty the celebrated Hoſpital in Germany 
was frequently relieved by large Remittances, 
and very lately he ſent them fifty Pounds: 
And by me he has conveyed ſeveral Sums, 
for propagating Chriſtian Knowledge, a- 
mong the Malebarians in the Eft, and the 
Americans in the We 72 Indies. 

His annual Income, and his ordinary Ex- 
- pences, did not ſeem to bear a due Propor- 
tion; and he aſſured me ſome time before hig 
Death, that he had not much augmented the 
Eſtate his Father left him: The Surpluſage 
muſt be laid out in Acts of Generoſity and 
Mercy, and he was rich in good Works, 
as well as in this World's Goods; and im- 
proved the Obſervation of the wiſe Son of 
Hrach, that it is better to give Alms, than 
to lay up Gold. 

And his Charity was as free as it was 
extenſive; a Hint was abundantly ſufficient 
to excite his Bowels of Compaſſion ; he 
rejected not the Supplication of the afflict- 
ed, neither turned he his Face from a poor 
Man. He would not give Occaſion for 
Importunity, but would prevent the Deſires 
of the Neecſſitous from being craving, not 
D only 
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only more than they could reaſonably expect, 
but alſo by ſaving their Bluſhes, by giving 
with a cheerful Eye. 

The Needy neyer languiſhed for want of his 
Bounty; he would not ſuffer the needy Eyes 
to wait long, or the hungry Soul to be ſor- 
rowful, by deferring, but he ſtretched his 
Hand unto the Poor, that his Bleſſi ing might 
be perfected; and by a quick and cheerful 
Benevolence doubly obliged thoſe who were 
relieved by him. 

And his Charity was as private as it Was 
free, his Light which did ſo much Good, muft 
neceſſarily ſo ſhine before Men, as that they 
could not but ſee many of his Works; but 
where it was poſſible to conccal his pious 
Charity, it was concealed; and many gene- 
rous Acts were done with that Privacy, as 
that they were only known to himſelf, to 
the relieved; and to his heaycnly Father, 
which ſeeth in ſecret. 

He did not ſound a Frumpet, or give, 
to gain the empty Applauſes of Men; but 
he managed his pious Charity with that 
prudent Reſerve, that often his /eft Hand 
knew not what his right Hand did. 
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Laſtly, his Liberality was as teligjots, 3 5 
it was ſecret. ' 

The Good he did was for God's ike. 
that the divine Goodneſs, which gave him 
Liberality, might be gloriſied, for he helped 
the Poor for the Commandment ſake. 

"Twas Zeal for God's Honour, and Love 
to the Souls of Men, which made him ſo- 
licitous, that the Name of his dear Redeem- 
er might be adored and magnified , from. 
the riſmg up of the Sun, to the going down 
of the ſame; for adyancing this glorious 
Work, his Prayers were feryent, his Con. 


tributions generouſly. large : And therefore 


we may juſtly conclude his good Works were 


well pleaſing to that God who ſees in ſe- ö 
cret, but has graciouſly promiſed to reward 


bn. 

I ſhall only add, that when he diſpoſed 
of his worldly Poſſeſſion by a Will, his ge- 
nerous Soul (the better to make up his 


Accounts at the great Audit) bequeathed 


large Sums to pious and charitable Uſes. 
The Honour of his Saviour, and the 
Salvation of Souls, he had much at Hearr ; ; 


he knew that they who turned many to

Forty Pounds per Annum, for ninety nine

num for the ſame Term, to four Daughters 
of Aldermen or Common Council Men of 
this Conimunity of forty Y cars of Age and

Five Pounds per Annum, to be annu- 
ally laid out for fifteen Years, to purchaſe 
religious Books to be diſtributed to the Poor 


who can read, in the Pariſhes of Burgh, 


Ormsly, Bellon, Loweſtoft, and Beding- 
ham. 

And he order'd a hundred Pounds to be 
given to a hundred Perſons of this Place, 
the Day twelve Month after his Deceaſe. 


So that being dead, he het ſpealeth; and 


this liberal and righteous Man, will be 
had 
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had in Remembrance, his Memory will be 
precious to late Poſterity, and Generations 


unborn will praiſe his Doing, 


No Marvel when the Time came 
that 1/rael muſt die, if a Perſon who walk- 
ed ſo humbly with his God, and was the 


Inſtrument of ſo much Good, whilſt he 


lived, and when he died, ſhould look on 
the King of Terrors without Amazement; 


and when ſenſible of his Diſſolution, could 


have his Converſation in Heaven, and with 
an humble Reſignation and uncommon. 
Calmneſs, give up his Soul into the Hands 
of God, (whoſe faithful Almoner he was) 
as into the Hands of a faithful Creator, 


and piouſly fell aſleep in the Lord. 


What remains is, that his Name ought 
to be highly eſteemed by us, that the Re- 
membrance of him, /ike that of Joſias, may 
be like the Compeſition, made by the Apo- 
thecary's Art, ſweet as Honey in the Mouths 
of all that ſpeak of himz and as Muſick 
at a Banquet of Wine, in the Ears of all 
that hear of him. That his many worthy 
good Decds, which were well pleaſing to 
God, may bloſſom and ſmell ſweet, when 
his Body is laid in the Duſt; that ſo the

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Name which he leaves behind, of being a 
ercat Example of pious Beneficence, may 
be better than of Sons and Daughters; that 
his religious Converſation, and his generous 
Munificence, may make ſuch ſtrong Im- 
preſſions on our Minds, as to excite us to
